Sierra is ofttimes heroic. During this 
stormy month of April it has been sob- 
lime. 
No words can portray the con- 


stant danger, the unprecedented risk of 
life, which these last storms have wit- 
nessed. Every man in the company's 
employ oa the road "over the hill," 
has met deitb face to face within the 
last week. Officers have forsaken their 
cosy quarters for sleepless vigils among 
the drifts and avalanches. Engineers, 
Bremen, conductors and brakeraen hive 
toiled whole days and nights without 
rest, or food, or a moment's inactivity. 
The groaning sheds, the fatal slides, 
the icy rails, the treacherous rocke, the 
crushed timbers, the falling roofs, the 
suffocating 
smoke, 
the 
threatening 


icicles, the numbing cold, the black 
tunntls ant, a thousand other death- 
traps have momentarily promised a 
ghastly tari-ination to 
the conflict.
